Within a fortnight two Americans 
flew across the Atlantic ocean 
in 
monoplanes without 
stopping, thus 
demonstrating more forcibly 
than 
ever before that air ocean travel is 
a posisbility of the very near future. 
Capt. Lindbergh proved that 
it 
t'ould he done in the lace of doubts 
on the part <>t tin* most 
seasoned 
aviators. Clarence D. 
Chamberlin, 
two weeks later, made a greater dis­ 
tance in a non-stop flight .just 
to 
prove that Lindbergh’s feat was no 
piece of luck. 
Lindbergh won the proud distinc­ 


tio n of being the lirst to 
make 
a 
non-stop flight from the 
1 nited 
States to a European capital. ( ham. 
berlin was second, but went farth­ 
er, estalilishing a new non-stop dis_ 
tanee record. Chamberlin 
several 
weeks ago established a new endur­ 
ance record with tin* Bellanea mon­ 
oplane Columbia, which lie piloted 
to Germany, by remaining in the air 
lifty hours. 
Though Chamberlin was 
disap­ 
pointed, as he had planned to be the 
lirst to cross the Atlantic, there 
is 
honor enough to go around. For two 
Americans to establish the fact that 
airplanes ran he successfully flown 
from the Ended States to Europe 
i> more than a personal 
achieve­ 
ment; it is a national triumph which 
those two daring aviators will have 
to share with their country. 
After 
Lindbergh's 
successful 
flight, the fact that immense seago­ 
ing planes are being 
constructed 
was revealed. Though minute details 
regarding the enterprise have 
not 
been given to the 
public, it 
now 
seems a sale venture that 
ocean 
travel by air from continent to coil, 
tinont will be well established within 
a few years.

Minn., the success of Charles

Lindbergh in flying to Paris is but 
a development of the days when he

friend, when Charles had proved the 
efficiency of his latest manufacture

stones or iron bars, hurl them high 
into the air, sometimes from out of 
a tree top and watch them sail away 
His parachutes would sail 
some­ 
times for blocks and were the envy 
of all his friends. His success 
so 
intrigued the fancies of the hoys of 
Little Falls that soon he had them 
all busy 
making 
parachutes 
and 
trying to duplicate his 
successes. 
But no matter how good the other 
boys could build them, he could 
do 
better. 
“ He used to spend much time 
by 
himself, puttering and tinkering with 
machinery and with his bicycle. But 
when the flying dreams seized him 
the hardest he used to hoist his bi­ 
cycle into a fallen tree, secure 
it 
flrmlv to the branches, climb onto it 
4 4 
and play that he was flying.” 
Congressman Lindbergh, Charles’ 
father, bought his 
son 
a bicycle 
when Charlie was about 10 years of 
age and he soon became a familiar 
sight 
riding at 
break-neek pace 
through the village, cap on 
back­ 
wards and 
out-distancing 
all 
the 
other boys who tried to follow him. 
But a bicycle became too slow for 
this lad whose soul even then seem­ 
ed 
yearning 
to annihilate 
space, 
and when he was aged 15, he bought 
his first motorcycle. He rode it 
at 
top speed, while citizens often held 
their breath as he whirled by. 
Next came an 
automobile. 
His 
first car was an old Saxon touring 
car which he bought from Charles 
Farrow, still an automobile 
sales­ 
man in Little Falls. 
“ I recall vividly teaching 
young 
Lindbergh to drive,” said Farrow. 
“ 1 took him out one morning and he 
took to it like a duck to water and 
by night he was an expert driver. He 
learned it all in one day.” 
Charlie drove the automobile 
as 
he had ridden his 
motorcycle 
and 
his bicycle, at a furious pace yet in 
all his driving he never had an ac­ 
cident. In fact Lindbergh never has 
had an accident of any kind suffi­ 
ciently serious to require the atten­ 
tion of a physician. The only time a, 
doctor has ever attended him was 
when he had the measles 
in early 
childhood. 
When Lindbergh was 15 years old 
lie became irritated by the difficul­ 
ties he had each day while bringing 
the cows in from pasture. In cross­ 
ing a creek, 
about 
30 feet 
wide 
which flowed through the Lindbergh 
farm he had to pick his way care­ 
fully across on the stones—or else 
get wet. So he set about in typical 
fashion to overcome the difficulty. 
He gathered together a quantity of 
fence wire and some timber aiftl in 
a week he had erected without help 
from anyone, a miniature 
suspen­ 
sion bridge 30 feet long, across the 
stream. The bridge was anchored to 
trees and fence posts and 
instead 
of being a rudely built affair, was 


done according to approved engin­ 
eering practice throughout. 
At high school Charlie was a pe­ 
culiar 
student. 
He 
finished 
bis 
course in three years, being grad­ 
uated in 1918, but at no time did he 
take any part in any school activi­ 
ties, social or 
athletic. 
He 
was 
careless of his dress and his favor­ 
ite costume at home was a pair of 
well worn overalls. 
“ He never paid any attention to 
tike girls in school,” 
Miss 
Bertha 
Rothwell, who was a classmate 
in 
high school, said, “ and tin* girls ne­ 
ver paid any attention to him be­ 
cause he never spruced up.” 
Those who knew him at the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin told mueh the 
same story. 
“ He tore around wildly on a mo­ 
torcycle while at 
the University,” 
one classmate there said, “ as a pro­ 
test against the social life of 
the 
college. ” 
“ I never knew Charlie Lindbergh 
to wear a white shirt," said a girl 
who knew him at the University. 
It is interesting to note the change 
which came over Lindbergh in that 
regard for while he was at Curtiss 
Field, New York, making ready 
to 
fly from St. Louis he stepped from 
his plane without a spot of grease 
on his clothing and with a stiff c o l ­ 
lar set o f f by a tie not a fraction of 
an inch askew.

W /’ASHINGTON — “If Governor- 
General Leonard Wood sells 
the public utilities now owned by 
‘the Filipinos, it will mean worse 
oppression than our people en­ 
dured during the Spanish regime.” 
This surprising assertion was 
made in a recent interview by 
Pedro Guevara, one ot the two 
Filipino resident commissioners in 
Washington. 
Latest advices are that Wood 
intends to place upon the auction 
block some $50,000,000 worth of 
public utilities developed or ac­ 
quired by acts of the Filipino leg­ 
islature with the express intention 
of freeing the islands from for­ 
eign economic and financial domi­ 
nation. 
This development has empha­ 
sized AVood’s autocratic powers— 
including his right to veto even 
a unanimous decision of the legis­ 
lature— and has intensified the 
hatred of many Filipinos against 
Wood in particular and the sys­ 
tem of an appointed governor in 
general. 
The Filipinos, or at 
least an apparent majority of the 
11,000,000 
inhabitants 
of 
the 
island, are hot for Independence. 
But Just now, although their lead­ 
ers won’t admit it, they would be 
mollified if this country permit­ 
ted them to elect their own gov­ 
ernor and enjoy some semblance 
of autonomy. 


G uevara's Protest 
According to Guevara’s explana­ 
tion. the public utilities Wood in­ 
tends to sell include the Manila 


Railroad Company, the Philippine 
National Bank, various sugar can- 
trals, coal mines and a cement 
iactory. 
The stock in these en­ 
terprises is now owned by the 
Philippine government, and they 
are operated by Filipinos and 
Americans. 
The railroad was bought from 
a British firm and the bank and 
other corporations were organized 
by special statute. 
All this cost money and the 
Filipinos point out that they de­ 
prived themselves of roads, new 
schools, buildings and other im­ 
provements to save themselves 
Jrom foreign economic control. 
The bank, for instance, was es­ 
tablished to rescue Filipino farm­ 
ers from foreign bankers who re­ 
fused loans to anyone regarded 
as in competition with their na­ 
tionals in the islands. 
These for­ 
eign banks are alleged to have 
held a money monopoly and it was 
to meet the same sort of intoler­ 
able condition that the other na­ 
tional public utilities were devel­ 
oped 
Guevara says all these ventures 
are making money, but that, even 
if they were losing, the people of 
the islands would still be ahead 
of the game. 
He admits that If Wood tells 
out the Filipinos and is backed up 
by the administration here, • the 
Filipinos can do no more than 
howl in protest. 
Some Americans who know this 
man Guevara say that he is the 
most brilliant politician in Wash­ 
ington. 
That may not be true, 
but he is an able citizen. 


and they say that seldom are father

the board. 


Mr. Hough-made "a statement at

other boys who. tried to follow him. 


But a bicycle became too slow for 


this lad whose soul even then seem- 
ed yearning to annihilate 
space, 


and when he was aged 15, he bought 
dis first motorcycle. He rode it 
at 


lop speed, while citizens often held 
heir breath as he whirled by. 


Nest came an 
automobile. His 


first car was an old Saxon touring 
:ar which he bought from Charles 
Harrow, still an automobile sales- 
man iii Little Falls. 


I recall vividly teaching young 


Lindbergh to drive," said Farrow. 
'I took him out one morning and he 
ook to it like a duck to water and 
>y night he was an expert driver. He 
learned it all in one day." 


Charlie drove the automobile as 


be had ridden his motorcycle and 
his bicycle, at a furious pace yet in 
all his driving he never had an ac- 
cident. In fact Lindbergh never has 
had an accident of any kind suffi- 
ciently serious to require the atten- 
tion of a physician. The only time a 
doctor has ever attended him was 
'when he had the measles 
in early 


childhood.

When Lindbergh was 15 years old 


he became, irritated by the difficul- 
ties he had each day . while bringing 
the1 cows in from pasture. In cross- 
ing a. creek, about 30 feet 
wide 


which Ho wed, through the Lindbergh 
farm he had to pick bis> way care- 
fully across on the 'stones—or ,else 
'get wet. So he set about in typical 
fashion to overcome . the difficulty. 
He gathered together a quantity of 
fence wire and some timber and in 
a week he had erected without help 
from anyone, a miniature 
suspen- 


sion bridge 30 feet- long, across the 
stream. The bridge was anchored to 
trees and feuce posts and instead 
of being a rudely built affair, was 


done according to approved engin- 
eering practice throughout. 


At high school Charlie was a pe- 


culiar 
student. 
He finished his 


course in three years, being grad- 
uated in 1918, but at no time did he 
take any part in any school activi- 
ties, social or athletic. He 
was 


careless of his dress and his favor- 
ite costume at home was a pair of 
well worn overalls. 


"He never paid any attention to 


the girls in school," 
Miss Bertha 


Rothwell, who was a classmate 
in 


high school, said, "and the girls ne- 
ver paid any attention to him be- 
cause he never spruced 
up." 


Those_who knew him at the Uni- 


versity of "WTsconsin'told much the 
same story. 


"He tore around wildly on a mo- 


torcycle while at the University," 
one classmate there said, "as a pro- 
test against the social life of 
the 


college." 


"I never knew Charlie Lindbergh 


to wear a white shirt," said a girl 
who knew him at the University. 


It is interesting to note the change 


which came over Lindbergh in that 
regard for while he was at Curtiss 
Field, New York, making ready to 
fly from St. Louis he stepped from 
his plane without a spot of grease 
on bis clothing and with a. stiff col- 
lar set off by a tie not a fraction of 
an inch askew.

Intends to place upon the auction 
block some $50.000.000 worth of 
public utilities developed or ac- 
quired by acts of the Filipino leg- 
islature with the. express intention 
of freeing the islands from for- 
eign economic and financial doml- 
aatior. 


This development has empha- 


sized Wood's autocratic pa 
including his right to veto even 
a unanimous decision of the legis- 
lature—and has Intensified the 
hatred of many Filipinos against 
Wood in particular and the sys- 
tem of an appointed governor in 
general. 
The Filipinos, or at 


least an apparent majority of the 
11.000.000 Inhabitants of the 
island, are hot for Independence. 
But Just now. although their lead- 
ers won't admit it. they would be 
mollified If this country permit- 
ted them to elect their own gov- 
ernor and enjoy some semblance 
of autonomy.
